Like most of B.C., 
Clayoquot is unceded Indian 
territory and beyond the 
jurisdiction of non-native 
governments or courts. A treaty of 
voluntary and informed consent 
with the native nation involved is 


the only means’by which Canada 
can alter this legal status quo. 


In 1875, Canada’s Governor- 
General Lord Dufferin reminded 
B.C. politicians that “Before we 
touch an acre, we make a treaty 
with the Chiefs representing the 
tribes we are dealing with, and not 
until then are we entitled to a 
single acre.” 

The subsequent breaking of the 
paramount constitutional and 
international law protecting native 
sovereignty was the means by 
which the continuing ecocide and 
resulting genocide occurs. 

Clayoquot protestor Sheila 
Simpson’s sentence of six months 
imprisonment was itself a crime. So 
was the granting of the injunction 
she allegedly disobeyed, and the 
cutting permits that preceded it. 

When the rule o: law is so 
blatantly trashed by its supposed 
guardians, self-help remedies on 
the part of concerned citizens like 
Sheila Simpson will remain the 
hope for true justice.

On July 26, 1993 I mailed a letter 
to the Times-Colonist in which | 
raised the racist, tendentious and 
ideological coverage of black 
people in the mainstream media. 


~ One of the examples I gave was the 


hue and cry created in the 
mainstream media over the 
appointment of Dr. Joycelin Elders 
(who is black) as the US Surgeon 
General, while the appointment of 
Ruth Bader Ginsburg to the US 
Supreme Court did not. 

Ginsburg is a member of the 
Council on Foreign Relations (CFR). 
Her Supreme Court appointment is 
a typical case of conflict of interest 
which should have raised the 
media’s eyebrows, but didn't. 

The CFR is some kind of secret 
society in that members do not 
keep minutes of their meetings. My 
letter to the TC was rejected and 
the Letters Editor did not see the 
letter, which means letters to the 


TC’s Editor go somewhere and are 
approved there. 

The Globe and Mail editorialized 
about Ginsburg without mentioning 
the conflict of interest issue. Does 
this mean | am more know- 
ledgeable than the entire Globe 
staff or membership that elite 
organizations such as the CFR is 
never raised? Bear in mind that I 
have raised the Ginsburg issue 
with the Globe's editorial board 
through Andrew Coyne. 

And many mainstream press 
editors and broadcasters also 
belong to the CFR—like Ted 
Koppel. They set the agenda, and 
ignore the issues that challenge the 
CFR’s priorities. , 

This is why when political winds 
were blowing in South Africa, UN 
envoys Cyruss Vance (no relation 
to Chris) and Lord Owen went to 
Bosnia-Herzogobina instead. Lord 
Owen, coincidentally enough, is 
also a CFR member. 

Back to American politics, 
Ginsburg’s selection was carried 
out, in part, behind closed doors. 
How better a way to cover-up CFR 
connections?

Rob thinks for a moment and takes a drink of coffee,”! started in grade two and 
three listening to the Beatles, and | went through everything , country rock, heavy metal, 
Black Sabbath to Led Zepplin, fusion jazz, Miles Davis. | used to be a record collector and 
had hundreds of records, but | got involved in the punk rock movement because it 
brought musicianship down from this god-like status to being on level.

MR. HAPPY sees Nomensno’s evolution continue. “Yeah, this album’is ~ 


more serious and bleak. It’s real heavy too. | don’t think it will be as 
popular as something like WRONG, but we worked on it a lot and | think 
it's more cohesive and together. | like it better. We took time to write a 
record instead of a bunch of songs thrown together. Like with the demo 
recordings of 0+2=1 we wrote eighteen songs that totaled ninety minutes, 
and when we shortened it, it lost something,” said Rob.

Indigenous Rap

fo out, you're about to read about the freshest, hardest rap to hit this white- 
supremacist bullshit continent since NWA first played “Fuck the Police.” 

WithOut Rezervation, Culture Hype Crew and Aztlan Nation are here to inform 
and inspire the re-building of Indigenous Nations in North America (sic). 

As WithOut Rezervation tells, “Standing behind a Native fist of fury/ It’s time 
for some action.” ‘ 

WithOut Rezervation may not have released any recordings yet, but their 
rapping is hot and furious. From Oakland, California, this group of American 
Indian Movement-style musicians is out for action. 

They played with their Bellingham, Washington-based brothers and sisters in 
Culture Hype Crew and their companeros from Aztlan Nation at a recent 
independent music/politics festival in Vancouver called Under the Volcano. 

WithOut Rezervation tells it like it is: “What goes around comes around/ You 
better prepare for war. .. . The genocide stops here.” 

Aztlan Nation is based in Berkeley, California and raps about the Chicano 
people of the now American south-west, of the Aztlan Nation. In times of growing 
racism in California directed mainly at the millions of Mexican “illegal 
immigrants,” Aztlan Nation takes no holds in correcting the record. “We've been 
here for thousands of years, now you ask yourselves who are the real illegals.” 

And for those hoping Democratic President Bill Clinton can bring democracy to 
the USA, Aztan Nation has a wake-up call for “George Clinton” and his “Home of 
the brave, land of the fuckin’ bullshit,” and it is “bullet for the badguys/ Aztlan 
Nation on the rise.” 

One of the Aztlan Nation band members wore a “Burn Hollywood, Burn” t-shirt, 
and proudly interjected the opening tune with “I'm still alive ‘cuz I've got my 45 
by my side.” 


xpecting a hassle at the Canada/US border, some of the band members 

decided to exercise their Indigenous jurisdiction and walk over the white 
border without respect to the white authorities. It worked, and they proved the 
point that our borders (as well as our governments and other authorities) are only 
as powerful as you respect them. 

Also in this stokin’ line-up was Culture Hype Crew, a new group from just south 
of Vancouver, in Bellingham, Washington. They’ve developed a new twist to Bob 
Marley's “I Shot the Sheriff,” which speaks to American political prisoner Leonard 
Peltier who's serving time for allegedly killing an FBI officer when they invaded 
liberated Indian territory in 1975. The Crew’s song was “I Shot the Sheriff, but | 
didn’t Shoot the FBI Agent,” and in true Under the Volcano style, the Crew grew 
to thousands to sing the chorus.

They rap 
mostly about life on the Rez’, exemplified in their anti-drugs song which preaches 
the American Indian Movement word of pride, self-respect and community 
strength. One of the Crew kept hyping his AIM badge, which rests solidly on the 
top of his fishing hat. 

All three groups had played together before, they told me, and let’s hope they 
continue.

| often read in reviews, previews, programs, 
posters, and articles that | am a “feminist 
songwriter,” or that I write “women’s music.” Since 
men tend to own newspapers, dominate the media, 
define the culture, write the history, run the 
government, and generally rule the world, I’m 
inclined to think I should give their portrayal of me 
consideration. And | have. 

After careful consideration, | have come to the 
conclusion that you can’t believe everything you 
read. Or, as Chuck D would say, “You can’t truss it.” 

For example, the notion that I write women’s 
music is sorta silly when you consider that women 
make up 53 per cent of the world’s population. If I 
am speaking from the majority of the human 
experience, doesn’t that mean that I write music and 
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men write “men’s music”? 

The label “women’s music” 
only makes sense from a 
patriarchal frame of reference 
which positions men on the 
inside and women on the 
fringes. The problem that I have 
with the labels used by the 
media to describe my music is 
not usually with the words 
themselves but the perspectives 
from which they stem. 

This perspective reduces me 
to anger and portrays my music 
as somehow specialized or 
extreme rather than as a 
legitimate voice speaking to and 
of the human condition. It 
ghettoizes my music and my 
experience. Most of the words | 
read are true, and yet they 
perpetuate they big ol’ lie. The 
lie that my life is unusual and /or 
one dimensional. 

in. fact, f= am: -:thtee- 
dimensional. | love women and 
womanhood, and | also love men 
and masculinity. I write on a 
variety of subjects and yet rarely 
read about any aspects of my 
music other than its feminism. 


_ Part of my daily life is catching 
men in the act of being schmucks and because I've 


written about it, like I’ve written about everything 


else that has happened to me, a red flag has gone 
up in the music business. “Steer clear of this one,” it 
says, “she’s trouble.” 

When rock gods jump around stages wielding 
their guitars like weapons and singing “do me, do 


-me, do me, baby, you look so fine, wanna be your

daddy, wanna make you mine,” people rarely 
belabour the masculinism of the music. And when 
folksingers sing labour songs, songs of working for 
the boss man, of soldiers going off to war, or of their 
experience of loving someone, few people go on 
about the uniquely male

Dylan, Billy Bragg, and Ice 
T can sing about their 
lives as men and not be

Surplus 
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labeled “men’s music” because there is such a huge 
unrecognized bias in the way we think about music 
and all of life. Men’s experience is considered 
universal and women’s music is not. 

Rock and roll is just rock and roll and folk music 
is just folk music until a woman does it. Only then 
does gender awareness prevail. Suddenly, 
“political” is translated into “feminism” and the 
whole kit and caboodle is thrown into a box marked 
“women’s music” to be opened only for special 
women’s hour radio shows. 

Women are 53 per cent of history. We have 53 per 
cent of the heartbreaks, have 53 per cent of the fun, 
we make 53 per cent of the embarrassing blunders, 
and this business of pretending we are some special 
interest group is too weird. 

It's not that | don’t love women-only spaces, or 
appreciate the value of women’s networking and 
solidarity. It’s just that sometimes it feels as though 
Our space is only rented from some sleezy guy who 
owns the building. 

If women owned some concert halls, radio and TV 
Stations, if we ran music festivals and record 
companies, women’s hour would be longer than an 
hour, if you know what I mean. 

The only way the double standard is going to 
disappear is if we make it disappear. More women 
have to flood the airwaves and the concert halls with 
their voices. We can't be afraid to write about our 
experiences in everything from relationships to 
working to walking down the street. We gotta get up 

in their faces.

... had the opportunity to 
travel and visit a number of Latin 
American countries to view first hand 
how the members of my generation in 
other parts of the world are coping 
with the environmental challenges 
facing them. 

It all began when | participated as 
a youth delegate in the ‘Youth ‘92’ 
World Youth Forum Conference on 
the Environment which took place in 
San Jose, Costa Rica in March 1992. 
This forum was organized as a lead- 
up to the United Nations’ Earth 
Summit in Brazil. Youth ‘92 gathered 
together to debate, share, propose 
and affirm our commitment to 
resolving dilemmas we face regarding 
the environment and_ global 
development. The statements and 
proposals hammered out by us at the 
forum were later presented to the 
world leaders at the Earth Summit. 

| came away from the “Forum” with 
a curiosity and welling appreciation 
for the difficult task faced by my Latin 
American brothers and sisters. They 
are confronting enormous 
environmental and developmental 
challenges in their respective regions. 
| set out to travel the countries of 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Guatemala and 
Honduras, and | interviewed 
delegates who I came away snowing 
as friends. 


y first stop was Managua, 
Nicaragua, where the youth are 
demonstrating tenacious 
determination towards improving 
their natural environment in the wake 
of the stalled Sandinista Revolution. 
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Faced with the obstacles of in- 
grained social instability, continuous 
sabotage of resources, combined with 
a series of natural disasters, a 
cohesive environmental youth 
movement has emerged. 

Two Nicaraguans | spent time with 
were Ramiro and Julia, students at the 
University of Nicaragua. They are 
examples of the dedicated and 
unswerving jovenes who are engaged 
in re-shaping the environmental path 
the country has taken over the past 
50 years. Ecological abuse and 
neglect have led to extreme pollution 
such as is found in Lake Nicaragua, 
the third largest salt water lake in the 
world, due to the unbridled dumping 
of waste and tailings by the numerous 
industries located on its shores. 

The beautiful pozos (natural 
waterholes) are now foul and 
unusable due to years of sewage 
contamination. 

In spite of the enormity of the work 


that lies ahead, I parted company 


with Ramiro and Julio bouyed by their 
hope and enthusiasm. 


y next stop was the homeland 
of Nobel Peace Prize winner, 
Rigoberta Menchu—Guatemala. 
Arnulfo and Ana, two Mayan youth, 
invited me to their hometown of 
Totonicapan. They are busy working 


to improve their community working 


for a local organization that provides 
crop seeds at subsidized prices, and 
teaching classes to children who can’t 
attend during the day due to their 
needed work in the corn fields with 
their parents.

Guatemala’s repressive army became mighty 
through Israeli and American training and funding. 
Canada has played its part too—by selling its 
advanced anti-demonstration paraphernalia like 
poisonous gases and rubber bullets. 

The environment of terror created by these 
policies effects every Guatemalan person’s life. 
Education, work, even childhood and retirement are 
interfered with by the totalitarian atmosphere. In 
Guatemala you can get killed for speaking your 
mind, or just for attending a demonstration. 

On May 25, President Serrano suspended the 
constitution and congress, declared rule by decree, 
and placed the supreme court and human rights 
officials under armed guard. 

The people responded quickly and loudly to 
Serrano’s dictatorship by forming broad opposition 
groups connecting business, unions, students, 
popular groups and the URNG. Shortly after, the

Serrano resigned under pressure from the army, 
who replaced him with their own ruler, Jorge Espina. 
Only a few days later, Espina resigned due to a 
hugely popular general strike calling for his 
resignation. 

Finally, the congress elected Ramiro De Leon 
Carpio President. Unfortunately, De Leon has gone 
back on his promises to respect human rights. 
Death squad killings continue, and freedom of 
expression and organization are all but 
disappeared. There is hope in Guatemala, however. 
Especially from the well-organized students. From 
high schools to the University of San Carlos, 
students are resisting military repression and are 
training to build a free Guatemala. Yet the army still 
fights back. Numerous student leaders have been 
disappeared and assassinated in the last 15 years. 

Guatemala now appears the perfect model for 
America’s New World DisOrder. The state is still the 
largest terrorist organization. Large companies 
continue to trade with Guatemala, and to exploit its 
natural resources. Shell Oil, and other transnational 
corporations are in Central America until people 
finally control their homelands. 


ith awareness, we can act in solidarity with 
Guatemalans—keep your eyes and ears 
open for upcoming Guatemalan delegations coming 
to Victoria this fall.

lreland’s Hothouse Flowers began busking the 
streets of Dublin in 1986, but by the following year 
Rolling Stone had dubbed them the “world’s best 
unsigned band.” That year, they appeared on The 
Late Late Show, an Irish television program. Their 
performance was enough to prompt U2’s Bono to sign 
the band to Mother Records, and a contract with 
Polygram soon followed. 

In 1988, they released People, their debut 
album, and the effort was rewarded with both critical 
and commercial success. This was followed by 1990s 
Home. We talked to Peter O'Toole, the bassist, 
backstage at July’s Another Roadside Attraction. 

Peter, it’s been three years since you 
released Home, what have you been doing? 

We went on a tour all over the world . . . We 
toured Australia, New Zealand, Japan and all over 
Europe. Throughout that we were writing songs for 
the new album Songs from the Rain , and we spent a 
bit of time getting back to normal at home in Dublin. 
There's a lot of musicians living in Ireland now and 
visiting Ireland, and various different people came 
over to record with us and write with us. 

What is it like collaborating with so many 
diverse musicians? 

In traditional Irish music you have a thing called a 
session. It doesn't matter who you are or where you're 
from, you just take out your instruments and play or 
sing. We've been doing that for years. Collaborating 
with people on a writing basis is a new thing for us, 
which was very interesting. Originally we wouldn't 
have been too eager about it, but the offer came up to 
come to LA to write with Will Jennings. We went over 
and just hung out in his house playing music all the 
time and writing songs. We also collaborated with 
Dave Stewart [ Eurythmics Guy’... ed.]. 
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Your band uses so many different 
instruments on your albums. Where did that 
come from? 

As young people, when we started learning music, 
we didn’t just learn one instrument, we were learning 
whatever was around. In traditional music you have 
pipes, whistles, flutes, guitars, mandolins, and 
bouzoukis, all sorts of instruments just come your 
way. | was lucky, one of my neighbours was a guy 
called Andy Ervine, and he played in a band. He 
travelled around Eastern Europe for years and picked 
up loads of different instruments and he always had 
them around his house. As a young fella baby-sitting 
for his kids | used to play them, unbeknownst to him. 
| learned guitar first, and then mandolin and 
bouzouki. | suppose once you understand one 
instrument, it’s easier to understand another one, but 
patience is another thing learning music. - 

Have you expanded your instrumental 
repertoire because you travel so much? 

Definitely, you pick up stuff everywhere. We were 
in South Africa recently, and you pick up loads of stuff 
up over there. We visited a marimba school of music 
and they had loads of huge marimbas and small 
marimbas and kalimbas. You just pick it up, 
definitely. 

Who were some of your influences when 
you started playing and who are they now? 

| was mad into the Beatles as a kid, | used to be 


called “Beatle.” There’s places in Ireland which are’ 


just lrish-speaking, called Gaeltachts, and that’s what 
they used to call me down there, it was great. Rory 
Gallagher was one [influence], and then | got into 
traditional music. Even now, | just listen to everything, 
| wouldn’t say | learn [from all of it] but | just listen 
to as much as | can: The Waterboys, Van Morrison, 
Bob Dylan, Pearl Jam, Spin Doctors, anybody and 
everybody. 

Last St. Patrick’s Day you were on Late 
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Night with David Letterman. What was that 
like? 
Well, that was the third time we had done it, it 


was great. The band is great to play with, normally 


they offer to have the singer of the band come and 
play with them, but each time we just say that we all 
want fo play and it will be a great vibe. We were 
going to do “Thing of Beauty” on the show but David 


rang up that morning and said, “Well, I’ve been

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listening to your album and | think you should do ‘Be 
Good’. Its great, it'll be perfect,” and it was a good 
choice. Apart from that, it’s another talkshow, you get 
bored on talkshows. 

Do you think that starting off as a busking 
band on the streets of Dublin has made you a 
better live band, now? 

Well, we understood early on that we didn’t need 
a PA or microphone to perform. You can’t really hide 
behind your guitar when you're busking, if you want 
fo earn money you have to entertain the people. You 
don’t need the electric side of things to make.the 
show go ahead. 

It’s been said that your new album is the 
first album you made exactly the way you 


wanted. What did you do that was different 


in the process of making the album? 

We just went in and recorded live. Stewart Levine 
came into the room with us, as opposed to standing 
behind the glass in the control room. He wore 
headphones with us and danced with us when we 
were playing the tapes. Sometimes, because they're 
trying to get sounds as good as possible, they 
[producers] are not listening to the whole picture. We 
all love the first two albums but | think this time 
around there was very little doubt about the overall 


sound. Overall the quality we wanted was a feel as — 


opposed to everything being perfect. 

The band made a special appearance on 
the British TV series Lovejoy. How did you 
get involved in that? 

It was because we were very good actors, | 
suppose. No, we made a piece of music for a film 
called Joyriders and the same producer is now 
involved with Lovejoy. She felt it would be a great 
idea, if we were into it, to write a script around the 
band. We had a great time and we are open to any 
offers. 

Do you write on the road or in the studio? 

More or less on the road. During sound check, 
instead of playing each instrument we jam, and we 
tape everything. When we go home we go through 
all the tapes. Liam would normally be able to sing on 
top of whatever we play. We just go through the 
words afterwards. Our heads are full of music all the 
time, you know, being musicians, we are always 
thinking about creating. 

Being on the road so much, and seeing so 
much of each other, how do you manage to 
keep the creative juices flowing and still like 
each other by the end of the tour? 

Well, the easiest time of day is when we are 
jamming together. You just find your little spot, your 
little bit of privacy. We all understand, we've known 
each other for a long time. We were friends before 
we played in a band together. You just know where 


to find time for yourself and when to give someone - 


time, even if you're just going into your bunk. You 
learn to grab a 5 minute sleep or a few seconds to 
yourself and appreciate it. When we are at home 
though, we don’t really hang out together. We see 
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each other and speak to each other but we have our 


own lives and homes. 


When you write what comes first, the 


music or the words? 

Normally both. One of us will feel something and 
go for it. Liam will just sing over it. He’s got a great 
ability to create that quickly, as opposed to sitting 
down with a pen and saying, “I want to write about 
this.” He said once that talking is creative and if you 


S 


can do that then you can take it further and make a 
sound. 

What would inspire a song like “One 
Tongue?” 

It's mostly about communication, and travelling 
about you get to learn it. | heard a great line the 
other day, “All the languages we have and we still 
can't communicate.” 

The song is interesting because it could be 
about two people talking or two countries. 

Exactly. Countries or loads of people, yes, its 
pretty open. 

When you're doing your sessions, what 
tips you off that a song is going to work? 

If it feels good. If we get off on it then it’s 
working, and if you don’t get off ‘on it you ‘stop 
playing. 

Where do you get the inspiration for your 
music? 

Mostly just me. It depends on how |'m feeling. It 
could be having a guitar or a bass in your hand or a 
bouzouki and we just start playing. If you're feeling 
up you'll play something up and if you're feeling 
mellow... When you travel you hear all different 
types of sounds and music. You can imagine a place 
like Italy and all the madness in the street with the 
cars and the traffic, it’s great. 

Do you prefer to play in a really large 
venue or a smaller, more intimate setting? 

Luckily, we're able to do them all. Two or three 
days ago we were in San Fransisco and we played in a 
big outdoor place. It was free and it was acoustic as 


well. Then that night we played the Great American _ 


Music Hall, which is small and sort of old, and here we 
are today. We don’t like to do too many of this sort of 
situation, mainly from the audience's point of view. 
But this is a great idea, where it’s almost a festival. | 
like that idea. It is good on a tour to have loads of 
different places to play. 

Do you feel that when you were busking 
you had more freedom to play the kind of 
music you wanted to play? 

In a way, yeah, because now it’s a much bigger 
picture, with a lot more people involved. There are 
loads of people employed and you have to stick to 
deadlines and stuff. When we were busking we used 
fo just go out when we needed money, and go back 
and drink it or do whatever. Fiachna and Liam were in 


college at the time. They were first years at Trinity 


and UCD so it was very free, and it took a bit of time 
to get with it or get responsible about the record 
contract. We had to move on a bit, organize tours 
and organize our situation a bit more. 

So do you feel that the red tape 
sometimes gets in the way of the music which 
is the most important thing? 

Sometimes yeah, there’s a lot of unnecessary 
difficulties in a day but the best time for us is when 
we are playing — soothes all that rubbish. A

Hemp was used for many 
medical purposes for just as long, Queen Victoria used it regularly for menstrual 
cramps and PMS. Until about 1800, hemp seed oil was the most consumed 
lightening oil in the world. There was a time when it was illegal not to gow hemp 
and you could even pay your taxes with it. 

It is absolutely insane that this natural, invaluable resource is illegal to grow. If 
the human race is to survive we need to start using this resource around the 
world (it is already used in China and many other countries). Society needs to 
stop wasting millions of dollars making criminals out of innocent people who 
should have the right to choose what they can and can’t put in their bodies. We 
need to spend our energy and resources saving the planet not persecuting 
people. We need a hemp economy. We need Hemp for Victory. For further 
information contact Norm Cholette 474-4771.

Learning to Flinch 
Giant Records 


Id Velvet Nose is back. The 
gentleman in question being 
the cigarette smoking, sunglass 
toting, grinning, scull who has 
adorned Zevon’s last three releases, 
and no image could be more 


appropriate for rock music's poet of 


the weird and gruesome. 

Learning to Flinch is a live set, 
recorded (directto DAT) during 
Zevon’'s 1992 world tour. Venues 
included New Zealand, Australia, 
Norway, Germany, England, and the 
U.S.—and showed that one man is 
more than able to cut it solo. 
Although the songs are accompanied 
solely with amplified twelve-string or 
piano, the sound is full bodied and 
there is none of the ‘waiting for the 
band’ unplugged-ness 

Long-time WZ fans will find many 
favorites here, and newcomers who 
have yet to enter the twilight zone of 
Zevon's imagination will find plenty 
to keep them awake at nights, from 
those good ol’ Werewolves of London 
(how could Landis have possibly left 
this out of the movie?) to the 
vengeance seeking Roland, the 
Headless Thompson Gunner. 

Among the handful of new songs, 
the finest is “The Indifference of 
Heaven,” with it’s ironic refrain: 

“They say, ‘Everything's all right'’/ They 
say, ‘Better days are near’/ They tell us, 
‘These are the good times'/ But they don't 
live around here/ Billy and Christie don'’t—/ 
Bruce and Patty don’t—/ They don't live 
around here.” 

If you've been a fan for a while, all 
you need to know is that the return to 
form marked by Mr. Bad Example is 
still there. If you have yet to discover 
Warren Zevon, ask yourself this: can 
you afford to ignore a man who can

Butch Hancock 
Own The Way Over Here

i” some shithole bar on the 
outskirts of Austin, the table in the 
corner orders another round of 
Mexican beers. They’ve been here 
since 11:30 this morning. The 
conversation skids from a general 
agreement that their knees feel like 
they’re going to explode in the 
morning to remembering the time 
Townes pissed on a Cowboy’s boots 
up in Houston to cursing those 
bastards out in Nashville selling their 
songs for an easy buck. 

Out of this scene stumbles Butch 
hancock. This CD is a collection of 
songs from four of his 1980s albums 
bookended with two new solo 
acoustic tunes. 3 

A respected songwriter for over 20 
years, Hancock has more optimism 
than most Texan country/folk players. 
His effortful singing fights to 
overcome the weariness of his Texan 
drawl—giving up any hope of 
mainstream popularity. Three of the 
11 songs here are over eight minutes 
long, not your standard country fare. 
Bongos meet steel guitars, and 
Hancock wraps his lyrics around 
subject ranging from lost love to the 
panama canal treaty. 

The results are joyously erratic. 
Hancock’s boundlessness gives us 
flops like “Only Born” which 
questions its subject (why are we 
alive?) in so many ways the ideas 
become meaningless. Yet this 
freedom energizes most of the songs, 
combining careful insights with an 
amazing spirit of spontaneity. 
Especially moving are “Neon Wind” 
and “Already Gone,” a beautiful 
lament over white people’s 
continuing racism against Native 
Americans. 

Any fans of challenging, confusing, 
exciting roots, music will be sure to 
love this one.

Open Mind 
Suspect Terrain 
Independent 


ver the last year, Open Mind has 
been opening concerts for Sarah 
McLachlin, Lava Hay and Spirit of the 
West. If their performance on Suspect 
Terrain is any indication it shouldn't 
be long before Open Mind is the 
headlining act. 

Suspect Terrain is the second 
release for this Hamilton based duo. 
This release definitely has more of a 
rock edge than their first, The Stones 
We Carry. It also has more emotion, 
better songwriting, and more lavish 
production work. It’s not as though 
this were a spontaneous recording 
session of two women recording in 
the local folk coffee house—rather, 
it’s a case of layer after layer of sound 
carefully combined to produce the 
big time, big city folk/rock effect. 

The same right-on harmonies and 
lush 12-string acoustic guitar that 
graced their first release are present 
on Suspect Terrain. But on this release 
they get into some more challenging 
material. Songs like “Touch the 
Water” and “Frustration” are 
scorchers, both in terms of delivery 
and lyrics. And even though these 
two can really belt out a song, they 
never fully leave the boundaries of 
folk. This adds to the chilling tension 
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which pervades this recording. This 
tension isn’t by accident— it’s the 
result of talent and meticulous 
production work. 

Whether you want to be gently 
swayed by the beautiful harmonies 
and guitar work of “Off the Wall” or 
stunned by the latent anger of 
“Frustration,” Suspect Terrain is worth 
seeking out. 3
